Suppoſe à navy ſhould 
only beone-tenth part of the Britiſh, and inſtead of 120 ſhips of 
the line, we ſhould be content with twelve, "The expence, 
according to the Britiſh rate of expenditure, would be 600, 00. 
ſterling, nearly three millions of dollars a year; but When we 
know that we pay three times as much for our ſeamen' as they do, 
it is impoſſible preciſely to caleulate what the expence would be. 
Ia relation to European nations, it would be found, that 
none bad ever detived any advantage from a navy, except Great- 
Britain. It has been ſaid (and by high authority) that an ex- 
tenſive commerce cannot be maintained without a navy. In an- 
wer to this it may be ſaid, that Spain has always had a confider- 
able navy, but very little commerce; their tonnage, compared 
With ours was infignificant, yet theit's is the third navy in Eu- 
rope. Holland, for a time, had a powerful navy; but they gave 
it up, as more expenſive than beneficial, fince the wars of 
Queen Ann, Yet their commerce, on this account, never 
diminiſhed in any conſiderable degree, They are the fecond 
commercial nation in Europe; and they never ſuffet for want of 
a navy, except when they became a party in war; he conceived 
therefore, that a navy is not neceſſary toproteRt commerce. At 
this time, Mr, G. knew that the commerce of Holland way in a 
great degree annihilated ;, but ſo was that of France and Spain, 
notwilh ſtanding their powerful navies.
